I get hack from my week's leave which starts to-day. I have found the 
last 3 weeks very wearing, trying to catch up on my Job and do some 
cryptanalysis at the same time. 

7* I am sending you hy hag a dozen copies of ny course, also a 

pamphlet hy a friend of mine here which may interest you. The general 
hoo£ on the Shakespeare problem of which I told you is "Le mystere 
Shakespearien" hy COKIdSS. I took a copy out of the London Library to 
look at, hut don't know how to huy a copy to send you. 

8. My Japanese course seems to he rather unexpectedly successful. 

I am now trying to direct the students ' energies into more practical 
lines during their last two months.
